Messrs. Rutherford and Cossar were elected 
to assist Messrs. Beck and Woodworth of 
the Edmonton committee to prepare 
literature on the subject. It was also de- 
cided to ask Mr. Tims, M. L. A., of Fort 
Saskatchewan, to join the sub-committee. 
As the South Edmonton committee had 
asked that Athabasca be taken in, but not 
for any eastward extension, it was decided 
to amend the boundaries agreed upon by 
the Edmonton committee so as merely to 
ask that the eastern boundary should be a 
meridian line, while the S0th parallel was 
asked for as the northern boundary. 


In the case against Peter McPhee, of 
Stony Plain, charged with having taken 
away stock in the custody of the sheriff, the 
prosecution has been withdrawn. The 
sheriff’s officer had gone to McPhee’s place 
and left notice at the house that he had 
seized certain animals. Some of these 
animals afterwards disappeared. M. Mc- 
Dermaid, of Stony Plain, admitted having 
taken some of them on the ground that they 
were his own and that he did rot know 
they were under seizure by the sheriff. 
Woodworth for the defence held that the 
seizure had not been made in proper form. 
In connection with the same case, 4 heifers 
and 3 calves were seized, 23 pigs and 12 
sheep. Woodworth for defendant held that 
the heifers and calves were exempt as cows 
and oxen under the provisions of the ex- 
emption law. That the —_ were exempt 
6 for domestic and 6 for food purposes and 
that the pigs were exempt upto the value 
of $500, even though a chattel mortgage 
yet unpaid had in regard to one of the 
executions agreed to waive the exemption, 
In view of these contentions the sheriff's 
sale of the stock did not take place. 


Rev. Mr. Detrwitzr, of Didsbury, visit- 
ed Edmonton on Monday’s train of Feb. 
24th. Mr. Detwiler is a missionary of the 
Mennonite Brethern in Christ, to which 
denominution the settlement at Didsbury, 
nine miles south of Olds station on the C. & 
E., belongs. He visited the German settle- 
ments on Stony Plain and during his visit 
preached five times in German and once in 
English. He went south on Tuesday’s train 
to stop off at Leduc, fora short visit there. 
Mr. Detwiler speaks favorably of the suc- 
cess of the Didsbury settlement, the mem- 
bers of which are from Waterloo, Ont. They 
have only been there during two seasons of 
crop and are well satisfied with their pro- 
spects. The croplast year promised to be 
heavy, but was injured by frost. However, 
oats and barley still yielded well and were of 
good quality, but wheat was a general 
failure. The previous year, however, crope 
came through safely. Although entirely on 
the prairie, to which the settlers were not 
used in Ontario, they like the situation and 
have no fears of drouth. The Mennonite 
Brethern at Didsbury are not of the same 
church organization as the Mennonites of 
Manitoba and differ from them in church 
matters as much as those at Didsbury do 
from the Lutherans.

i P. R. the development of the country 


acres of Northwest land from the C. P. 
R. company for $24,600,000, although 


at first denied, seems to be taking de- 
finite shape. Not only by reason of the 
article in the Winnipeg organ of the 
company favoring the scheme, but still 
more by reason of the unusual activity 
of the moving siprit of the C. P. R. in 
political affairs just now. As the bulk 
of the value of the Jands held by the 
C. P. R. are situated in Northern Al- 
berta, or-in what is more commonly 
known as the Edmonton country, the 
people here have a greater interest in 
this question than the people of any 
other part of the Northwest, and no 
doubt it will be held out as the 
principal argument in favor of the pur- 
chase of these lands that the interests 
of setilement in this section of the 
Northwest would be benetited thereby. 
The general principal may be admitted 
that government land for nothing is 
more attractive to settlers than adjoin- 
ing C. P. R. land at $3 an acre, and 
that therefore the making of ali the 
land in this part of the country free to 
settlers would to a certain extent be 
an assistance to settlement, and there- 
fore worth something in money 
to the country. But that is not the 
question. The real question is, can the 
country use the $24,000,000 which 
would be required to buy this land to 
better advantage in any other way to 
promote the settlement of this—or for 
that matter any other—part ‘of the 
country. The Buxurrin has-no hesita- 
tion in saying that twenty-four millions 
can be used in a very much more 
effective way to promote settlement in 
this and every other part of the North- 
west. The yreat bar to settlement in 
the Northwest is not the price of the 
land, but the fact that men who have 
the money te invest in land or in other 
enterprises are deterred from investing 
in the Northwest because of the fact 
that the country is bound hand and 
foot under the monopoly of the C. P. R. 
It is not altogether a question of what 
rates are now. They may be reeson- 
able for the moment ; but without com- 
petition capital has no guarantee that 
they will not at any time be made 
ruinous to the investor. Consequently 
while by special exertions on the part 
of the government and special induce- 
ments in the way of cheap fares we 
have secured a considerable influx of 
home-seekers into this part of the Ter- 
ritories, the lack of any considerable 
movement of men of means who would 
be able to buy land or start farming 
on an important scale has been striking- 
ly apparent, and will remain so as long 
as there is no guarantee of fair railway 
rates either by government control of 
the one system or by competition be- 
tween two or more systems. A cash 
bonus of $24,000,C00 would be a suffi- 
cient inducement to securc the building 
of an independent competing railway 
from Hudson’s Bay to the Pacific coast, 
by way of the Saskatchewan valley and 
Cariboo, with a direct”connection to 
Winnipeg, and a connection with the 
Manitoba Northwestern at Prince Al- 
bert. The construction of such a road 
under guarantees of independence of 
the C. P. R. would aid the development 
of both Manitoba and the Northwest 
very much more greatly than any pos- 
sible deal that: can be made with the C. 
P. R., for even if the C. P. R. were to 
build that road it would cnly rivet 
tighter the chains of monopoly, and 
would still fail to give the gnarantee of 
fair rates that is the great need of the 
country new, in order to induce the in- 
vestment of capital. Manitoba needs 
the Hudson’s Bay road. British Colum- 
bia needs the British Pacific, the Sus- 
katchewan valley needs both, and that 
they shall be in connection.

3. That the said act will not, nor will any 
iegislation which is coercive in its character, 
and directly opposed to the repeatedly 
expressed views of a large majority of tne 
people of this province, bring about a har- 
monious and satisfactory solution of the 
question. 


4. That the said act will confer no sub- 
stantial or useful advantages upon the 
minority, but, on the contrary, will prove 
to be deceptive and disappointing in its 
practical educational effects. 

5. That the said act is an uncessary and 
unjustifiable attack upon the constitutional 
rights of the legislature and people of Mani- 
toba, and indirectly upon the rights of the 
legislature and people of every province. of 
the Dominion and @ violation of the prin- 
ciple of provincial autonomy which is with- 
cut precedent in the history of the Domin- 
ion. 
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THE CATTLE CASE. 


Eprror BuLLetin : 

Dear Sir: One of the most interesting 
cases to stockmen in Alberta, was concluded 
on Tuesday last by the conviction of 
George Brewster for stealing over fifty head 
of cattle from Mr. R. Page, of Devil’s Pine 
lake. The evidence produced was of a most 
extraordinary character; and there is no 
doubt rank perjury was committed by more 
than one person. 


A great deal of stock has been stolen in 
this district during the last few years, but 
up tothe present time sufficient evidence 
has not been secured to convict, or even to 
connect auyone with the thefts, 


Tn consequence of these thefts, and the 
seeming inability of the law to cope with 
them ; there has been, and now is, I believe 
steps being taken to form a stock association 
which will take steps to protect its members 
and punish thieves. That this is badly 
needed 1s shown by the present case. 


A great deal of adverse comment has 
been heard regarding the manner in which 
Judge Rouleau charged the jury, as instead 
of showing up the weak and strong points 
of both sides, and then giving his opinion ; 
he contented himself by pointing out the 
strong points of the detence, aimost entirely 
ignoring the case for the prosecution. A 
short analysis of the case is as follows: At 
the preliminary investigation, the prisoner 
pleaded ‘‘not guilty ” apparently not know- 
ing anything about these cattle. Some of 
his witnesses trying to prove the animals 
strays. This was the line of defence adopt- 
ed. The prosecution produced sufficient 
evidence to send the prisoner for trial, he, 
being sent to Calgary jail to await the sit- 
ting of the supreme court. Some months 
after, at a sitting of this court, the prisoner 
still kept the same line of defence. The 
prosecution proved beyond a doubt, that 
prisoner had claimed, herded, butchered 
and sold some of these animals, and had 
been seen altering brandsof same. Upon 
the case of prosecution being finished, counsel 
for the defer se asked for, and obtained an 
adjournment until next day. The surprise 
was great next day, at hearing that an 
entirely new line of defense had been enter- 
ed upon ; prisoner claiming that Mr. Page 
had sold him the animals found in his pos- 
session and had obliterated the brands him- 
self, for purposes of his own. The issue of 
this case was an abortive trial ; five jury- 
men being for ‘‘guilty” and one for ‘‘ acquit- 
tal.” 

When this case came up at the present | 
sitting of the court ; six of the best repre- 
seatative men of this district, brought in a 
verdict of ‘* guilty,” (after a trial extending 
into six days,) in face of the judge’s express 
charge to the contrary. This verdict is one 
supported by nearly eyery stockowner in the 
country. 

Mr. Page has been put to a great outlay of 
time and money over this case, and the 
general impression seems to be, that unless 
“* justice ” is a little less tardy, any future 
cattle thieves may find themselves adorning 
arope. I think Lar only voicing the gener- 
ai sentiments, by stating that the thanks of 
all stock owners in Alberta, are due to 
Sergt. Dunning, of the N. W. M. Police, for 
his untiring zeal and skill in unearthing and 
bringing to justice this man, and also to the 
very able manner in which Mr. Costigan and 
Mr. Green conducted the case for! 
the _ prosecution. Mr. Nelan made 
the fight of his life for the defense, but the 
facts were against him. It is regretable 
though, that Mr. Nolan should think it 
necessary to throw so much mud at the N. 
W. M. P, who simply did their duty. 

In conclusion I wish to ask why Mr. Page 
should have to suffer in pocket to the extent 
he has done in fighting this case through. 
It seems to me rather a hard thing that a 
man should be robbed, and then have to be 
put to so much annoyance and expense to 
receive justice and secure a conviction.

RED DEER. 


The cattle stealing case of the Queen vs. 
(ieo. A. Brewster, in which the jury dis- 
agreed last January, was concluded on Jast 
Tuesday, the verdict being guilty. The 
trial occupied six days, and great interest 
was shown in the result, as this is the most 
important case in every way that has been 
tried here yet. The prisorer’s story, cor- 
rcborated by his witnesses, was that he had 
bought and paid for 38 Head of cattle from 
Robert Page, of Devil’s Pine lake, but as he 
could not produce any documents in sup- 
port of his claim, and as Page swore 
positively that he had never soid any cattle 
to Brewster, the jury did not believe the 
story. Judge Rouleau ordered the prisoner 
to appear before him on the 29th inst, at 
Calgary to receive sentence. The verdict 
was in the nature of a surprise, after the 
judge’s charge to the jury, which was ex- 
tremely favorable to the prisoner. Im- 
mediately the jury returned their verdict, 
George Bowers, a nephew of Brewster’s, was 
arrested us an accomplice. He will be tried 
at the next term of court at Red Deer. In 
connection with this case the Innisfail cor- 
respondent of the Calgary Herald, says 
tbat as Innisfail furnishes nine-ten*hs of the 
cases tried at Red Deer, alternate sittings of 
the court should be held at the former 
place. We think, however, that it isa fair 
division of labor for Innisfail to continue to 
furnish the criminals, and for Red Deer to 
provide the juries. 

A concert and dance was advertised to be 
held oa Monday night, but as a night sit- 
ting of the court in the Brewster case took 
place, and: as Mr. Nolan for the defence, 
and Mr. Costigan for the crown, were to ad- 
dress the jury, the majority of people pre- 
ferred to go to the court, and the entertain- 
ment fell through.

THE HALF BREED COLONY, 


Father Lacombe’s half breed reserve in- 
cludes townships 56 and 57, ranges )and 10, 
west of the 4th meridian, and lie east of 
Saddle lake Indian reserve, extending to 
Egg lake, and frora the telegeaph line to the 
river. The fract is unexcelled in the North- 
west for soil, climate and advantages of 
wood, water, and hay. The half breed set- 
tlement on the river which was abandoned 
at the time of the small pox epidemic in 
1870, is near the southwest corner of the re- 
serve. This settlement was known locally 
as Lacombe’s mission, but appears on the 
map as St. Paul’s It was established by 
Rev. Father Laconibe. An appropriation 
of $2,000 is to be asked from the govern- 
ment to assist in the purchase of seed grain 
and implements during the next financial 
year. Four sections of land in the town- 
ships are to be leased for 21 years to the 
authorities of the Roman Catholic church 
for the purposes of an industral school. 
The remainder is to be held under a 2} 
year’s lease, by the same authorities, with 
power to sub-let, At the end of the term 
the lease may be renewed, or tie lands 
otherwise disposed of. Leases to half 
breeds not to exceed forty acres. A part of thie 
reserve may be set apart for Protestant 
half breeds, to be controlled by Protestant 
authority. Half breeds located cn the re- 
serve wil! have all the rights of citizenship 
held by them before going on the reserve. 


GENERAL NEWS. 


The Mail ciaims that eight liberals will 
support the remedial bill. 


La Minerve (Conservative) says: ‘'The 
government by its law restores net a quarter 
nor a third, nor a half of the privileges en- 
joyed by the minority before 1890; it 
restores them in their integrity. It fuifills 
proudly and nobly the duty of all human 
authority and of all civil power.” 


An explosion of 20 tons of dynamite at 
Vredersdorf, near Johannasberg, Sonth 
Africa, killed 120 people and injured 400 
others. The Transvaal government has 
granted £25,000, the Netherlands railway 
company £10,000. and the dynamite com- 

any £5,000 forthe relief of the victims. 

he railway company was in charge of the 
dynamite when it exploded, and had not 
looked after it properly. 

The Toronto World’s Ottawa despatch of 
Feb. 27th, says: ‘It is certain now that 
thirty conservatives will vote against the 
remedial bill.” Also: The remedial bill 
will never be carried this session, nor will 
any general supply bill get through. The 
talk is that Bowell wiil retire from the 
premiership within four weeks. There is 
also a ramer that Tupper may shortly re- 
sume the high commissionership. 


A Free Press Ottawa despatch of Feb 29th 
says: ‘‘Dr. Weldon and Mr. Lariviere met 
this morning and selected each six men to 
form a committee to crystalize the suggest- 
ions made in caucus yesterday and submit 
the result to the government with a view 
of seeing if the remedial bill cannot be 
modified sufficiently to aliow all factions of 
the party to give their adhesion to the pro- 
posed méasure,” This seems to indicate 
that the government is getting into a 
corner on this ¢ uestion. 

Winnipeg Tribune: Considerable kicking 
has been indulged in by delegates to the 
immigration convention from provincial and 
territorial points. They say they came 
prepared to speak and to suggest practical 
lines of work, and when they got here found 
the programme cut and dried, and no room 
for men to speak who were well qualified by 
ability and long resideace in the country. 
It is also claimed that the convention was 
used to boom Sir Charles Tupper for 
premier. It is claimed the whole business 
will fall to pieces in six months. 


The Mail Empire Ottawa correspondent : 


wires on Feb. 27th, regarding the remedial 
bill: ‘* Liberals are most anxious to inspire 
the idea that there will be a great conser- 
vative slump on the bill. Admittedly a 
large one is threatened, but up to the 
present time there is no authority to assume 
that it is of sufficient dimensions to endan- 
ger the government. It may come perilously 
near defeat, but if the judgment of the most 
cool-keaded mez in the Conservative party 
counts for anything, the danger point can be 
successiully passed without relying on 
desertions from the opposition. If the govern- 
ment meet with a reverse on the school 
question they would not surrender to the 
oppositica, but would claim the privilege 
of consulting the people so that the matter 
would be transferred from the high inquest 
of the nation to the people themselves. 
Much depends upon the debate, which will 
be remarkable in one respect in that speech- 
es will be made for the purpose of convinc- 
ing the house, as on both sides there are 
many whe are undecided. Doubtless appeals 
will be made to them from both sides of the 
question, just as at the present moment 
personal pressure is being brought to bear 
upon the doubtful.” 


Foster, in the house on Feb. 21st, 
moved that the remedial bill be taken 
up and the debate on it be made con- 
tinuous from Tuesday, March 3rd, 
until it was disposed of. This was 
agreed to by Laurier, who suggested 
that Monday alone be reserved for 
private members: Foster agreed to the 
latter suggestion. 

A Montreal despatch to the Free 
Press says: It is reported in political 
circles that the Catholic bishops are 
about to issue a collective letter calling 
upon all senators and members of 
parliament to vote for the remedial bill 
as a matter of conscience. Sucha step 
will be in line with the letters of Arch- 
bishop Fabre, Bishop Moreau and Bis- 
hop Labrecque at different times, and 
also that, which Abbe Paquet, with the 
Archbishop of Quebee’s approval, wrote 
a few days ago to L’Electeur.

THAT CATTLE CASE. 


xn regard to the communicetion appear- | 
ing in another column regarding: the cattle 
stealing case at Red Deer it is only fair to 
all the parties concerned to state that the 
defence put up a very strong case, bringing 
witnesses who swore positively to having 
seen and heard Brewster buy the cattle 
from Page, and others who swore to seeing 
Page assisting Brewster to deliver the 
cattle. Public feeling is running very high 
in Red Deer against Brewster on account of 
the number of thefts of cattle that have 
taken place. This being the case allowance 
must be made for a certain amount of feel- 
ing against the prisoner in the minds of the 
jurors. Instead of finding fault with the 
judge for his summing up of the case it 
would be better to proceed against those 
witnesses who, if Brewster is guilty, must 
have perjured themnselves and should be 
punished. As long as such witneszes are 
allowed to remain at large their evidence 
cannot be ignored. The perjury that clears 
tne thief isa greater crime than the theft, 
and stronger measures should be taken to 
secure its punishment. _ In the meantime on 
the application of Mr. Nolan Judge 
Rouleau has allowed an appeal of Brewster's 
case to the full courtat Regina, the grounds 
being that the weight of evidence at the 
trial was in favor of the prisoner. On the 
the other hand Geo. Bowers who swore to 
having assisted Brewster to drive the 
cattls te Lacombe, has been arrested on the 
charge of being an accessory to the theft, 
and on Monday last was committed for trial 
by Insp. Snyder. Bowers is one of the 
witnesses who swore that Page assisted in 
delivering the cattle to Brewster. 


IMMIGRATION CONVENTION. 


. Gallagher, who attended the immigra- 
‘ion snvectiel at Winnipeg as a delegate 
from Edmonton, returned on Monday’s 
train.

resses itself in fayor of provincial autonomy 
or the district now known as Alberta and 
Athabasca and recommend the immediate 
formation of these districts into @ province, 
together with such portions of the North- 
west Territory as lie west of the 107th 
meridian of longititude and south of the 
60th psrallel of latitude.” This motion 
carried ananimously. 

Messrs. Beck and Woodworth wero 
appointed a sub-committee to prepare liter: 
ature on the subject, to report toa aub- 
sequent meeting of the general committee.
